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with the state archives no later than 30 days after its effective date.

(f) The political subdivision shall also report to the state archives all retention
schedules, and all designations and classifications applied to record series maintained by the
political subdivision.

(g) The report required by Subsection [(H)] (2)(f) is notification to state archives of the
political subdivision's retention schedules, designations, and classifications. The report is not
subject to approval by state archives. If state archives determines that a different retention
schedule is needed for state purposes, state archives shall notify the political subdivision of the
state's retention schedule for the records and shall maintain the records if requested to do so
under Subsection 63A-12-105(2).
